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Mexico. — The present condition of affairs in 
Mexico is deplorable enough, with the almost cer- 
tain prospect of being considerably worse before it 
!■ any better. The Constitution, elaborated with so 
much care aud trouble during the last eighteen 
months, and which is indeed a very perfect thing in 
itself, has bceu formally adopted by the constituent 
Congress, and is to be proclaimed in September 
next; but, even if the Government at that time shall 
retain force enough to pnt it in operation, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if it will operate successfully. 
C^XMtitu^ous of government, to be anything hut 
^ifeless parchments, should lie founded on the status 
*"*f the people rather than upon ideas of abstract 
right and fitness. Solon, when asked whether he 
had provided the best of laws for the Athenians, 
answered, "The best they were capable of." This 
idea of adaptation embraces the whole essence and 
philosophy of legislation. Unfortunately there is 
too much reason to suspect that the lawgivers of 
Mexico have paid but little regard to it. If the ac- 
counts we have seen of the new Constitution are 
correct, it is more worthy of one of the Abbe Sieve's 
pigeon holes than the archives of a living State. Tried 
by an absolute standard, it casts even our own Con- 
stitution into the shade. It is too perfect to live, 
and we bave no idea that it will. Like the infant 
that died a minute old, it threatens to be done for 
so quick as to induce the people to wonder what it 
was l>egun for. 

In the meantime, the provisional government of 
Comonfort has but a slender chance of keeping 
its head above water until the new government is 
launched. Assailed on all sides, and in all possible 
forms, by the partisans of Santa Anna, by the revo- 
lutionists, by the church, and by the robbers that 
ewarm in every province, its hold upon power is 
daily growing laxer, and must soon relax complete- 
ly. If, as there is great reason to fear, this 
shall happen before the constitutional government is 
ready to get under way, the result must be reinless 
anarchy and confusion. Unquestionably the failure 
of Air. Forsyth's ingenious scheme for depleting our 
dfltsury in behalf of Coraonfort's Government has 
left it less able to cope with its enemies than it oth- 
erwise would have been, though, in any event, it 
could not, for reasons we need hardly repeat, have 
itself long. There is nothing stable in 
; everything is more stable than 
Instability, especially political in- 
v, is a chronic vice of the Mexican character. 
If not inborn, it is at least inbred, and probably in- 



i is no likelihood, however, that the over- 
throw of Comoufort'g Government will be hastened 
by the much talked of Spanish question, which, as 
we predicted, turns out to be the merest shadow of a 
question. M. La Fragua, the Special Envoy de- 
spatched by Comonfort to Spain, was in Paris at the 
last advices, in communication with the Spanish 
Government, and on the point of proceeding to 
Madrid to go through the form of an explanation. 
Our next intelligence from that quarter will no 
doubt announce the formal reconciliation of the two 
Governments. We wish that our next intelligence 
from Mexico itself promised to be as satisfactory. 
But unluckily it does not,, and we fear the worst. 

«J#""I©n," the well-known Washington corres- 
pondent of the Baltimore Sun, taking up the recent 
hint of the New York Herald in relation to British 
policy in China, says: "England may expect to find 
in China that resource for a supply of cotton for her 
manufacturers, which she had heretofore failed to 
find in her Fast India possessions." Unhappily for 
the free of tills suggestion, it is a well attested fact 
that China annually imports cotton from the East 
Indies.

Boat Building at Mobik.-A late Mobile Advertiser 
says: 

Messrs. J. M. & T. Meaher have lately launched 
a fine light draught boat for the summer trade, the 
Chief Justice Taney. The hull was built by Mr. C. 
Ii. Butler, cabin by E. P. Chappell, and "the iron 
work, engines, &c, by R. S. Kirk & Co. She has 
all the modern improvements with such additions as 
the experience of her proprietors might suggest. 
The dimensions are as follows: 224 feet over all; 27 
feet floor, 29 feet team. 4}4 feet hold, and draws as 
she now stands (with her engines, shafts, and cabin 
nearly completed) 18 inches aft and 5 inches for- 
ward. She has capacity for 1,800 bales of cotton 
and terths for 185 passengers. She has two engines 
of 8 feet stroke and \1% inch cylinders. 

This is, we believe, the sixth boat of the Messrs. 
Meahers' construction. We understand that the 
keel of a seventh will be laid shortly. 

Lake Pepin Open.— The upper Mississippi through 
Lake Pepin was opened to navigation last Thursday. 
The vessel that first broke through the ice was the 
War Eagle, but as she neared the head of the Lake 
a man fell overboard, and the delay caused by the 
accident allowed the Galena to get ahed, which ves- 
sel reached St. Paul early on Friday morning, and 
of course takes the prize of §400 offered by the St. 
Paul folks to the first vessel through. 

The steamer Falls City, in endeavoring to force 
her way through the ice, sunk, after getting about 
three miles, on Thursday.

— The fine texture and ex- 
ceeding beauty of American marble is beginning to 
attract the attention of European marble manufac- 
turers. The Boston Atlas leams that the Yerde 
Antique Marble Company, working the quarries of 
this beautiful ornamental marble, at Roxbury, Ver- 
mont, have recently shipped several blocks on order 
to France, and have within a few days received an 
order from one of the most prominent dealers in 
London for a quantity in the rough block. In both 
England and France it is said to be superior to the 
Italian veined marbles now used, and must hereaf- 
ter, to a large extent, supply their places. This is 
said to te the first instance where marble has teen 
exported to Europe on the order of a European man- 
ufacturer. Our marbles have teen considered in- 
ferior to the Italian articles, but there are in this 
country many quarries of colored marble that can- 
not be excelled by any in the world. The black 
and variegated marble from the quarries of the Lou- 
isville and Arkansas Marble and Mining Company ,on 
White river, in Arkansas, are unsurpassed in beauty 
and fineness of grain. The specimens that have 
teen sawed out and manufactured and dressed for 
various purposes present a more polished surface and 
more beautiful and durable color than any other 
that has been worked, whether native or imported. 
We understand that propositions have l>een enter- 
tained for the sale of these quarries to an English 
company, which will get out the marble solely for 
exportati.,n to Europe. This is a new feature in 
American exportations, and it promises to 
very important one to our country.

The China Mission.— It is said that Mr. Reid, 
the newly appointed Minister to China, will not te 
able to depart on his mission till June. The fri-atc 
which is to convey him will not te ready till some 
time in that month. His main object will be to ob- 
tain a new and more literal treaty, in the place of 
the treaty of Whang-hoe, which expired nearly a 
year ago. It is urged that the American Minister 
should have the right of a residence at Pekiu, w hirh 
w as once very nearly secured, according to the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the New York Journal of 
Commerce, who says: 

Our Minister, Mr. McLane, was, at one time, 
about to go to Pekiu, with the Emperor's permit 
sion. He would have teen invited to go, but for 
the reason that it would have involved the necessity 
of extending the same privilege to the British rep- 
resentative. It was nothing but the jealousy and 
tte hatred of the Fnglish that prevented the acce.*s 
of the American Minister to the Im|ierial presence. 
This fact I received from the highest authority. It 
is an illustration of the relative position of the two 
nations towards the Chinese government, and is 
clearly indicative of the amicable line of policv that 
the United States ought to pursue in any attempt to 
obtain commercial privileges from China. 

The Picesihent's Health.— The Washington 
orrespondeut of the New York Courier and Enquir- 
er writes: 

The illness of the President has excited some soli- 
citude, but he says of himself that he ii getting 
well. He looks pale and worn out. The Demo- 
cratic papers are earnestly discussing his symptoms, 
and some of them bluntly express their belief that 
he was poisoned. When the first suggestion of so 
shocking a crime was thrown out, it appeared to re- 
coil upon that wing of the Democracy which prefer- 
red Mr. Breckinridge as President to "Mr. Buchanan. 
It should, on that account, have teen proinjitlv 
hushed np, but is revived for some purpose of politi- 
cal malignity.

Washington, April A, A. .If. — Highly important dis- 
patches were received to-day at the State Depart- 
ment, brought by the Africa. " General Cass lias just 
received a communication from Mr. Dallas, announ- 
cing that the British Government has rejected the 
Dallas-Clarendon treaty. .This rejection has not 
been accompanied, as yet, by any explanation of an 
extensive character, but by "the "next steamer it is 
expected that a full statement of the views of the 
British Government will be forwarded bv Mr 
Dallas. 

The British Minister, Lord Napier, has also re- 
ceived the same intelligence. It has much aston- 
ished him, as he has teen predicting, ever since his 
arrival here, that his Government would offer no 
difficulties to the ratification of the treatv. 

There is a great deal of excitement at the White 
House and the State Department at this unexpected 
announcement of the rejection of the treatv hy the 
British Government. It was communicated to the 
other legations without loss of time. The French 
Minister took the matter coolly, for he seems not to 
understand much about diplomatic affairs. The 
Russian Minister was much much delighted at this 
new imbroglio between the two Anglo-Saxon Gov- 
ernments, the union of whom in any great policv is 
considered hostile to the interests of Russia, both in 
the East and the West. 

It is telieved teth by the President and General 
Cass, that this rejection of the Dallas-Clarendon 
treaty has teen produced by a disposition on the part 
of Lord Clarendon to take satisfaction out of the 
American Government for the snubbiugs which the 
British Government received on the enlistment ques- 
tion. 

If the recent elections in England had gone 
against Lord Palmerston, it is probable that the 
British Government wonld have accepted, the treatv 
without any words. After such a triumph, how- 
ever, as he has had, ami with a working majority 
of over a hundred, his lordship snaps his fingers at 
the Yankee Government, and is determined to show 
them that he will not be dictated to by the lVesi- 
dent and Senate on any question connected with 
Central America. 

This unexpected and singular rejection of the 
treaty by the British Government, throws all our re- 
lations with England, on the Central American and 
Chinese questions, into confusion. Lord Napier finds 
himself in quite a new«position in Washington, and 
all the good feeling created by the recent dinners, 
speechifying, and the otter attentions shown him, 
has teen thrown to the winds under the new and 
extraordinary movement of Lord Palmerston to re- 
veng himself and take satisfaction out of the 
American Government for the dismissal of the for- 
mer British minister and the three consuls.

f^jTFroin the last Paris letter iu the New York 
Commercial Advertiser we make tte following ex 
tract-: 

I detailed to you in a late letter the projects and 
recoiumemlatioiis uf General d'Orgou!' in regard to 
a commercial treaty between the United States and 
Birmah. I return to the subject in order to inform 
you that, on the recommendation of the French gov- 
ernment and the American Minister at Paris, Gen. 
d'Orgoni contemplates sailing soon for the United 
States, to urge this matter in person upon the Cabi- 
net of Washington. At the same time he intends to 
contract for the building of two war steamers for the 
use of the Birmah government. This intelligence I 
I have from the General himself, and nothing will 
prevent the accomplishment of his object but some 
untoward circumstance in the Birmah empire, with- 
in a very short period, deminding his recall. 

The inauguration of the Bordeaux and Cette Rail- 
j road, which unites tli- Atlantic and Mediterranean 
I Seas, ollered a spectacle that has been much remark- 
ed at I ans, for it is a singular contrast with events 
not very remote. The Catholic clergv, in a verv con- 
siderable numter. attended this celebration, with a 
Cardinal Archbishop at their head, and tmlkm up 
with the two Hebrew Pereires in their midst, lau- 
ded the road as a propagator of civilization and the 
Christian religion, and eulogized its two builders as 
great benefactors to their coimtrv. If we go back 
but a very few years we find that'the Catholic Church 
was opposed to these industrial enterprises, as inau- 
gurating an era of progress daugerous to the supre- 
macy of the Church; undif we go l>ack a little far- 
ther still, we find that it was formerly the custom in 
this very city of Toulouse, ami on this verv same 
day of the year, for a Catholic priest publicly to 
strike a Jew a violent blow on the head in one of the 
churches, in order to remind the race of their degra- 
ded position before the Christian world. Things 
have changed for the tetter. 

I have no favorable news to give vou in regard to 
the unfortunate failure of Green & "Co. The gene- 
ral impression seems to Iks that the house will not 
tie able to resume. In so delicate a matter I prefer 
not to say more. The suffering caused bv this fail- 
ure has been immense — perhaps I ought* to sav the 
inconvenience, for the majority of the creditors of 
the house were persons w ho could obtain more or 
less credit in a case of emergency like this. But 
yet there were a considerable numter of artists and 
stu.lcnts who were stripped of everv sou thev own- 
ed, and, what is worse, thev were stripped in a land 
of strangers. It would te impossible not to feel and 
not to express the deepest svmpathv for such mis- 
fortune. 

The Imperial Academy of Lyons lias offered a pre- 
mium of nine hundred francs" for the test essav on 
the improvements made on steam as a motive power 
since the days of Watt. The essays must tie sent to 
the Academy before the first of November, 1859. 

The prospects of the silk crop in France and Italv 
will te anxiously regarded during the next aik 
weeks.

Serious FtghU. — Last Saturday the company de- 
s; at h (1 three trains f.*om Baltimore under a mili- 
tary es ort th it had l*en detailed for the purpose 
be- the Governor if Marylmd. The trains proceed- 
ed without molestation until they had reached Jack- 
son's bridge— there the rioters were posted. Of .the 
succeeding operations the Baltimore Patriot of 
Mon lay gives the following account: 

Notwithstanding tie condition of the g-ound from 
the rain which had lieen and was still falling, on the 
hills and on each side of the road were stationed 
bodies of men with muskets, shot guns, and other 
weapons of warfare. The larger body of the rioters 
were at the bridge, and as the head of the train 
passed under it the attack was commenced by hurl- 
ing stones upon the cars, and firing into the m with- 
out, however, doing any Injury. At the mouth of 
the bridge was planted a swivel, which, from the 
smoke seen to issue from it, it was supposed they at- 
tempted to discharge, but it missed lire. The mili- 
tary returned the fire, killing one and wounding 
several others. The one killed was named Henry 
Howser. 

The next point of attack was the deep cut near 
the four mile house. Here the tiring was pretty 
sharp on both sides, the rioters ensconsing themselves 
behind the trees in the vicinity, and shooting from 
these positions in Indian fashion. 

No other parties were met with after passing this 
point. At Lee's water station, between Illchester 
and HHeott'f Mill's, the train was detained three 
hours in consequence of an accident that occurred to 
the train coming east. This was caused by a large 
rock which had been loo«med by th- rain and rolled 
down n)Mnithe track, striking the tender, breaking 
the runniiu' gear into pieces, crushing two freight 
cars, and throwing the locomotive from the track, 
which was somewhat damaged, but fortunately no 
one ww* injured. The train, therefore, did not reach 
Ellicott's Mills until after nine o'clock. Here the 
military and sheriff's party left the trains, which 
proceeded on without further interruption, and 
reached Martinsburg yesterday morning at nine 
o'clock. 

At 11 o'clock they prepared to return to the city, 
and the train moved along at a moderate rate of 
speed until they came in sight of Jackson's bridge, 
when, it being reported that the hill was clear and 
no person ap|>earing to view, a higher rate of speed 
was put on. Thev had not gained over a mile 
when the train was brought to a sudden halt from 
the engine having been thrown from the track by a 
concerted piece of ingenuity hardly pMaibla. to have 
been conceived. The tender, together with the four 
burden cars, was smashed to pieces by this attempt 
at wholesale murder. On the engine were sta- 
tioned a number of the military under Lieut. Parks, 
of the citv guard, all of whom leaj>ed oil' the mo- 
ment she left the track. We are compelled to add, 
that in so doing some were injured, one quite seri- 
ously. This was private John Ellens, of the guards; 
he had his left leg broken between the knee and an- 
kle, and his right leg badly cut. Private Hall, of 
the grevs, was bruised about the head and neck, 
and Lieut. Parks was also injured though not seri- 
ously. Dr. James Stevart, surgeon of the regi- 
ment, who was on the train, iendered every assis- 
tance to the wounded, and as soon as a conveyance 
could ba got they were removed to the city by the 
way of Washington road under a strong guard. 

than l>eing a number of burden trains from the 
Vital lying at the Relay House, ready to come to 
the city, the hands on which desiring protection, a 
requisition was yesterday made upon Capt. Bowers, 
of the I>aw Greys, and the company turned out with 
full ranks. At 5 o'clock they left the Camden Sta- 
tion in the passenger train for Washington, ami were 
set down at t lie Relay House, where the BataMtl 
arrangements having been made, the trains started 
for the city and reached Mount Clare without 
having encountered any interruption. 

Five trains will go out this afternoon, accompanied 
by five military companies. This embodies nearly 
all the freight that has l*en collecting at this point.

We learn that bodies of the rioters have called up- 
on the engineers and brakemeu now in the employ 
of the company, at their houses, and used threats to 
intimidate them in the performance of their duty. 
The parties are well known and will be arrested.

LATEST FROM Till: MOUNTAIN'S. 
Murder by the lUackfeet Indians — .1 Great Fiyht ami 

Great Victory by me Snakes — The Cheyennes Prt- 

p inny fur War vritfi the Troops. <jv. 

Tim Goodell. the celebrated mountaineer and 
guide, arrived ill this city on Monday last. He 
■Bail the winter on Green river, west of the Rocky 
Mountains. The winter was one of the most severe 
ever known. The Utah Indians on Bitter creek lost 
almost their entire stock of horses. From Mr. 
Goodell we learn the following particulars: 

At the cros? ing of the North Platte he met an In- j 
dian trader named Saunders, who had just returned | 
from an expedition in search of a Crow village. His | 
party consisted at setting out of three white men 
and four Crow Indians. They were attacked on 
Powder river by a party of thirty Blackfeet, who 
killed one of the white men, named Scott, a Cana- 
dian trader, aud two of the Crows. Saunders was 
wounded in the shoulder. 

About three days after the above occurrence, a 
band of Snake Indians came across a party of 
Blackfeet numbering twenty-eight warriors, "near 
Fremont's Peak, and, after a hard battle, killed 
twentv-seven, leaving but one to tell the story to 
his tribe. This is the most successful battle ever 
fought in the mountains. The Snakes lost not a 
single brave. The wildest rejoicings were going on 
in the tribe — feasting, dancing, and all descriptions 
of savage orgies luring carried on day and night. 
They were so elated that they sent a portion of 
their scalps by a French trader to the Sioux, having, 
as they said, more than they wanted. 

On his way in Mr. Goodell saw a few lodges of 
Cheyennes. They told him that they had killed 
more whites than the whites had killed of them, and 
if the Government wanted to make peace they were 
willing; but if more kht was wanted they- were 
ready. He also learned at Ash Hollow, through a 
Chgfaaaa squaw, the wife of a white man called 
Sailor Jack, that she had just returned from a visit 
to the village — that the Cheyennes were mostly col- 
lected ou the Republican Fork of the Kansas, aud 
that they were expecting a visit from the United 
States troops the coining summer. They did not 
expect or intend to tight the troops ■ great* deal, but 
were going to put the women and children out of 
the way, and then scatter in small bands from the 
Platte to the Arkansas, aud thev sav tliat thejr can. 
in that way, "kill all they want, and get plenty of 
white women for prisoners." This is their exact 
language. 

Goodell met Long Chin, the Sioux chief who 
headed the murder of the mail party two years ago, 
and w ho was a prisoner for some time at Fort Leav- 
enworth, at the trading house of Major Dripps at 
Ash Hollow, and had a long talk. Long Chin told 
him that the Cheyennes had sent word to the Sioux 
that if they would meet them at the Forks of the 
Platte and take their old men, women, and children 
to the lodges of the Sioux, north of the Platte, they 
would give them sixty or seventy horses and mules, 
and then the young men of the Sioux were to join 
them iu their excursions against the emigrant trains 
on the plains. 

But Long Chin said he had been down among the 
whites, on their big boats, and seen so many men, 
that he knew it was no use to fight, and that the 
Sioux would have nothing to do with the matter. 

Goodell saya that although Long Chin is the great- 
est rascal in the Sioux nation, yet he thinks he is 
honest in what he told him. 

He learned at Fort Laramie that the Indians had 
through some traders obtained large quantities of 
ammunition, in exchange for horses, and that they 
boast of being fully supplied for a long iiight. 

The Cheyennes say that Miss Wilson, who was 
taken prisoner at the* time Babbitt was murdered, 
has since died. 

From all the evidences we have learned there will 

be serious troubles on the plains the present summer. 

This is the decided opinion of Mr. Goodell, who is 

one of the oldest, most experienced, and cool-headed 

mountaineers we have among us. He is a man of 

great intelligence, perfectly reliable, and has had 

an acauaintance of seventeen years with the moun-

MflfjMfJM has issued a series of p ipers iu th it work 
show ing the foreign commerce of each State for each 
year trom 1*20 to 3<Hli June, 180G. This series of 
tables demonstrates the imports and exports, and 
tonnage, «&c, for each fiscal year, and thus exhibits 
the comparative growth of each State. 

A second series of p.i[>ersis now commenced in the 
same work, of far mon- importance to the finincial 
community ami to the political economist. This is a 
tabular vi'ew of the finances of each State fur each 
liseal year ftoin 1825 to \ti~)ti — showing I. The ag- 
gregate funded debt (ft the end of each year. II. 
MM annual inten- t on such debt. III. The aggre- 
gate taxable property in the State each year. IV. 
The gross revenue of the State. V. Gross expendi- 
tures. To this is added, by some of the trea-u.-vr: 
the balance of available fund in the State Treasury 
at the end of each year. 

This series of tables will show, mote clearly than 
any ot!;er documents can do, the past and present 
linancial condition of the State, and will enable per- 
sons at a distance to estimate more clearly the v alue 
of State funded debts. 

We have already published a synopsis of the pro- 
gress of the State of Ohio in the above particulars. 
Maryland exhibits a still stronger position financial- 
ly. By a wise provision at the tfcpa her large debt 
was contracted, a sinking fund was created, the oper- 
ation of which will cancel the whole debt before its 
maturity. This fund is already one-third or more of 
the debt, and will by its own accumulating powers 
be equal to the principal in less than ten years. 

Maryland suspended specie payment on its inte- 
rest, w hen financial troubles prevailed also in Penn- 
sylvania. Indiana, Illinois, SBC. but Maryland re- 
sumed payment in January, 1848, when the yearly 
interest was §-057,000, and'at the same time funded 
ti e arrears of interest up to that year. The taxa- 
ble nro|>erty of the State was then about one hun- 
dred and "ninety millions, yielding a revenue of 
|ll,000,000. The property is now over two hundred 
antl fifty millions at low assessments, and the reve- 
nue is £1,230,000; showing that the burdens of taxa- 
tion are much lighter pro rata than twenty years ago. 
The gross disbursements of Che State for the year 
are less than one-sixth those of the city of New ^ ork.
